The Meant* Restriction Bill. 


The bill reported in the Senate upon 


Chinese restriction meets with general 
favor from the California delegation in 
the House. For three months the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee bad under 
consideration the Morrow bill, and 
reached a final agreement to report it 
favorably, but so emasculated as to 
dipnre it of most of its original value. 
On the other band the Senate has 
quietly considered thi case and reported 
a bill which contains the vital features 
of Iba Morrow bill m improved phrase- 
ology 
The Senate bill omite the two 


year's clause, but this is considered by 
those most eainest in the matter to be 
of little practical value, as if a China- 
man is going to ruturn to this country 
at all he will do so within two yeais 
It 


reduces the duration of the act from 
twenty to ten yeais, but that takes it to 
1896, and before that time it is believed 
that public sentiment will have changed 
to such an extent that the treaty will be 
abrogated 
It retains the passenger 


clause restricting the number to De car- 
ried by a vessel to one for every fifty 
tons of registered tonnage, aud through- 
out shows the result o( careful and in 
telligent consideration
